pamphlet on "Fireproofing Christ- 
mas Trees". Looking through it I 
note the department recommends 
trealing the Christmas tree with 
ammonium sulfate. The method is 
simple: 


Weigh the tree and divide 


the weight in pounds by four. 
This will give Ihe weight in 
pounds of the ammonium sul- 
fale needed. Place the chemical 
in a glass jar, tin pail or 
earthen crock and dissolve in 
water, using one and a half 
pints of water per pound of 
chemical. Just before trealing, 
saw off the stem of the 
Iree 


aboul an inch from Ihe end lo 
give Ihe chemical free access 
lo Ihe wood. Sel Ihe tree in the 
solution unlil most of Ihe liquid 
has been absorbed Ihrough the 
trunk."

started Nov. 19 on the Stalingrad 
front and six days later on the 
central front no important German 
progress has been reported in the 
effort to restore Nazi positions.

lief, however, that any deadlock 
would be shortlived. They asserted 
that as the winter deepened,

Fire Fatal to 
100 Persons 


St. John's Newfoundland, Dec. 14

3)— Fire and panic in the midst 


of an old-time barn dance cost the 
lives of 100 merrymakers and in- 
jured 102 others as a servicemen's 
hostel and recration center 
went 


up in flames Saturday night 'only 
200 yards from the fire station on 
St. John's Main Street. 


Like the Cocoanut Grove disaster 


in Boston, which claimed nearly 500 
lives, many were trampled to death 
in the rush for the exits and the vic- 
tims 
included 
servicemen 
and 


women. It was believed that there 
may have been Americans among 
them. 


A Knights of Columbus 
hostel 


for men in the armed services, the 
wooden structure was crowded with. 
500 persons 
when 
fire 
roared 


through the building 
and 
burst 


from the doora and windows in 
huge columns of flame that tow- 
ered in the sky. 
The authorities still were without 


knowledge today of the cause of the 
disaster but an eyewintess said the 
fire "seemed to do its dreadful 
work in 10 minutes". 


The terrified dancers, trying to 


force their way out through the 
four exits of the building, piled up 
in tangled masses of bodies.

FPC Authority 
to Regulate 
Sales Tested 


Little Rock, Dec. 14 —(/P)— Au- 


thority of the Federal Power Com- 
mission to regulate power sales to 
war industries was under lest here 
today as the government agency 
opened an investigation into rates 
charged the defense plant corpora- 
tion by a private utility pool for 
power used at the Lake Catherine 
aluminum plant near Hot Springs. 


Backgrounding the hearing was 


a long - standing battle between 
public and private power advocates 
for the eleclrical field in the south- 
west. 
The aluminum plant is supplied 


from two cources — one Ihe 
so- 


called southwesl power pool of 11 
private utiliteis and Ihe olher Ark-

Pendergast 
Appeal Charge 
of Contempt 


Washington, Dec. 14 —(/P)— Val- 


idity of contempt of court convic- 
tions o£ Thomas J. Pendergast, for- 
mer Democratic political leader of 
Kansas City, and two others was 
at issue today in arguments 
be- 


fore the supreme court. 


The trio were convicted in con- 


nection with Missouri's $10,000,000 
fire insurance settlement. The oth- 
ers were Robert Emmctt O'Malley, 
former Missouri superintendent of 
insurance, and A. L. McCormaek, 
St. Louis insurance agent. 


The justice department asserted 


in a brief filed before the Tribunal 
that the contempt 
"consisted 
in 


fraudulently foisting" upon the fed- 
eral district court at Kansas City 
"a corrupt settlement of insurance 
rate litigation, , procured through 
bribery o£ the Missour isuperinten- 
dent of insurance." 


The $10,000,000 insurance 
fund 


was impounded in 
the 
district 


court'pending settlement of a legal 
controversy over what the 
rates 


should be. Under terms of the set- 
tlement presented to the court, the 
policyholders were awarded 20 per- 
cent of the $10,000,000, and the in- 
surance companies, 80 per cent. 
Later the settlement was set aside 
and all the money 
ordered 
re- 


turned to the policyholders. 


Shortage of 
Labor Hurts 
U. S. Canners 


Chicago, Dec. 14 —(/P) —Manpow-( 
er was described today as the No. 
1 problem facing the nation's fruit 
and vegetable canners who sold 
the shortage of labor precluded 
any expansion of the country's can- 
ning facilities' to meet increased 
government and civilian demand. 


The labor problem occupied a 


high place on. the program of to- 
day's convention of the National 
Canners Association whose mem- 
bers received Friday u WPB de- 
cree that approximately one half 
of the 1043 pack of popular fruils, 
vegetables and juices should 
be 


set aside for the armed 
forces, 


lend-lease and other 
government 


agencies. 


Carroll E. Lindscy, president of 


the association, said that only with 
favorable weather and other crop 
conditions and by recruiting 
the 


bulk oi cunning plant labor 
from 


entirely nesv sources 
could this 


year's pack total be maintained. 


The loss of labor to military ser- 


vice and to war plants, he assert- 
ed will force, many small canning 
plants to close unless communities 
can be organized 
on u patriotic 


basis and labor recuirts arc found 
in entirely new fields. 


Another official of the 
associa- 


tion warned that civilian America 
would •sit at the second table next 
year insofar as most canned fruits 
and vegetables arc concerned. 


Curios Campbell, director ol the 


group's division of economics, ex- 
plained that the government took 
about 35 per cent of the 1942 pack 
oj corn, peas, 
tomatoes, 
green 


beans and spniach, but that 
the 


armed forces would require more 
than 50 percent of the 1943 pack. 


Approcimately 130,'000,000 
cases 


ot those vegetables were canned 
this year, he said, adding that the 
total represented an increase of 53 
percent over the 1940 pack. 


The convention also will hear 


government officials 
explain 
in-

each class of fruit and vegetable, 
the amount the government pro- 
poses to take and the type of con- 
tainer the canners will be per- 
mitted to use.
